Con- 
trary to  those  offered  lately,  which  are 
grafted  with  older  scions,  we  use  “scions  from 
this  summer’s  growth  only”  and  mainly  with 
one  straight  bud  and  three  side  buds  on  top  of 
scions,  which  assure  you  a right  started  plant, 
which  will  make  a fine  and  uniform  specimen 
right  from  the  start,  as  you  will  notice  in  the 
picture.  The  plant  was  grafted  last  summer, 
and  planted  out  in  field  this  last  Spring,  with- 
out shade  or  irrigation.  It  gives  you  a good 
idea  of  the  quality  of  stock  we  are  offering.  All 
stock  will  be  shipped  in  early  Spring,  1928, 
from  2%  inch  pots.  They  will  have  a firm  and 
heavy  rooted  ball,  so  there  will  be  no  loss  in 
transplanting.  We  only  cut  the  original  stock 
partly  back,  and  advise  you  to  cut  the  rest 
along  in  June.  Thus  we  are  protecting  them 
while  in  transit;  also  in  transplanting.  Fur- 
thermore, it  will  help  them  to  sprout  earlier.
